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^HE  raid  on  Dieppe  shows  the  Second  Front  can  be  carried  out. 

Everywhere  the  people  are  eagerly  pressing  for  the  raid  to  be 
followed  up  by  the  decisive  action  of  the  Second  Front,  This  demand 
comes  not  only  from  millions  of  British  people.  Across  the  Atlantic,  in 
the  United  States,  public  pressure  for  an  invasion  of  Europe  has  now 
reached  enormous  dimensions. 

Those  who  ask  for  the  Second  Front  are  not  only  workers  in  key 
industries  and  responsible  representatives  of  the  people.  Military,  nav^ 
and  air  force  men,  men  in  a  position  to  know,  also  back  the  demand 
with  their  expert  opinion. 

For  weeks  President  Roosevelt’s  office 
has  been  flooded  with  resolutions  from 
organisations  and  meetings  held  all  over 
America.  The  great  spirit  inspiring  all 
these  millions  of  people  is  a  magnificent 
strengthening  for  the  cause  of  the  United 
Nations. 

THE  VOICE  OF  LABOUR 

It  is  impossible  to  enumerate  in  detail 
the  thousands  of  American  organisations 
which  have  gone  on  record  for  the 
opening  of  a  Second  Front.  From  the 
Philadelphia-Camden  area  alone  organi¬ 
sations  representing  35,000  machine 
workers,  20,000  shipbuilders,  35,000 
United  Electrical  Radio  and  Machine 
Workers ;  20,000  workers  in  the  New  York 
Shipbuilding  Co.  of  Camden  (winners 
of  the  Navy  “E”) ;  United  Shoe  Workers 
of  Philadelphia;  American  Communica¬ 
tions  Association  (representing  6,000 
Western  Union  '^elegraph  employees); 


the  International-  Union  of  Mine,  MiD 
and  Smelter  Workers. 

Mr.  Reid  Robinson,  President  of  the 
last-mentioned  Union,  writing  in  his 
Union’s  journal,  said: 

“  With  the  opening  of  a  Second 
Front  in  Europe,  the  Nazi  General 
Staff  would  be  faced  with  a  problem 
they  have  not  had  to  meet  since  Hitler’s 
Storm  Troopers  began  marching  all 
over  Europe.  The  fascists  would  have 
to  fight  two  wars  at  once.” 

On  May  27,  the  Michigan  Congress  of 
Industrial  Organisations  Delegates  Con¬ 
vention  voted  by  more  than  ten  to  one 
for  “  an  immediate  Anglo-American 
Second  Front.”  It  was  stated  that  only 
Trotskyists  and  Lewisites  opposed  the 
resolution.  (Daily  Worker,  May  28,  1942.) 

At  the  first  official  collaboration  of  the 
Chicago  Federation  of  Labour  with  the 
Chicago  Industrial  Council,  Mr.  Fullerton 
Fulton,  Regional  Director  of  the  C.I.O. 
for  Illinois,  and  Secretary  of  the  Chicago 
Industrial  Union  Council,  said: 
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“  The  people  are  now  asking  that 
an  army  be  placed  on  the  Western 
Front,  that  is  like  the  one  on  the 
Eastern  Front.  And  they  want  it 
now.  .  .  .  Labour  is  producing  the 
material  tp  stop  Hitler.  Labour  wants 
the  front  opened  in  the  West.” 

{Daily  Worker,  May  28.) 

And  from  the  Federation  of  Architects, 
Engineers,  Chemists  and  Technicians, 
meeting  at  Pittsburg,  came  the  following  : 

*  “  Declaring  itself  fully  in  accord 

with  the  object  of  smashing  Hitler  in 
1942,  the  Executive  Board  of  FACET 
calls  for  the  creation  of  a  Second  Front 
on  the  European  Continent  as  the 
:  shortest  path  to  victory  over  the  Axiis 
Powers.” 

Twelve  thousand  workers  of  the 
Brewster  Aeronautical  Corporation  passed 
a  unanimous  resolution  “  for  a  Second 
Front  offensive  to  smash  Hitler  in  1942.” 

{Daily  Worker,  May  29.) 

From  Baltimore  came  demands  from 
three  powerful  unions,  representing 
miners,  shipbuilders  and  seamen,  “  to 
invade  Europe  at  once.  While  the  crews 
of  two  American  freighters — the  S.S. 
Lillian  Luchenbach  and  the  S.S.  Lone 
Star — while  still  at  sea  dodging  maraud¬ 
ing  Nazi  submarines,  called  a  meeting 
and  voted  to  urge  President  Roosevelt 
“  immediately  to  open  a  Second  Front.” 

{Daily  Worker,  May  29.) 

From  Detroit  came  the  news  that  the 
Textile  Workers’  Union  of  America  had 
unanimously  adopted  resolutions  directed 
against  the  fifth  column,  and  caUing  for 
a  V/estem  Front. 

The  solid  weight  of  400,000  key 
workers  in  U.S.  war  industries  was  added 
to  the  people’s  push  for  a  Second  Front, 
when  the  C.I.O.  United  Electrical  Radio 
and  Machine  Workers  declared: 

“  The  winning  of  the  war  against  the 
Fascist  Axis  this  year  requires  the 
opening  of  a  Second  Front  on  the 
Continent.” 

{Daily  Worker,  June  5,  1942.) 


"  Action,  not  words,”  was  the  cry  at 
the  meeting  of  the  C.I.O.  Industrial 
Council,  representing  30,000  auto  and 
steel  workers,  which  unanimously  voted 
‘‘for  a  Second  Front  now.” 

{Daily  Worker,  May  14,  1942.) 

The  Hotel  Restaurant  and  Beverage 
Workers  of  Detroit  hrged  a  Western 
Front  offensive,  ”  which  will  result  in 
dividing  Hitler’s,  forces,”  while  the  6,000 
members  of  the  Hotels  and  Restaurant 
Workers’  Union,  Newark,  passed  a  reso¬ 
lution  in  the  same  terms. 

“  America  has  crossed  the  ‘  hump  ’ 
of  production.  Let  us  unleash  our; 
gathering  might  on  a  Second  Front 
against  the  armies  of  Hitler.” 

This  was  the  declaration  made  at  the 
Statewide  Production  Conference  sum¬ 
moned  by  the  Illinois  State  Industrial 
Council,  after  men  from  the  basic  war 
industries — tank,  aircraft,  mining,  steel,, 
packing  and  tool-making — had  pledged 
themselves  to  “  push  production  to 
heights  never  before  attained,  to  smash 
every  obstacle  in  the  way  of  victory  this 

{Daily  Worker,  May  13,  1942.) 

“  The  Council  of  the  United  States 
Congress  of  Industrial  Organisations  has 
started  the  distribution  of  500,000  post¬ 
cards  addressed  to  President  Roosevelt, 
declaring  that  a  Second  Front  is  needed 
to  aid  Russia.” 

{Daily  Herald,  July  15,  1942.) 

The  Daily  Express  correspondent, 
cabling  from  New  York  on  the  same  day. 
says  that  the  President’s  busy  morning 
is  prompted  by  “  unfavourable  war  re¬ 
ports  from  the  Soviet  battlefront,  and  by 
the  increasing  clamour  in  the  U.S. A.  as 
well  as  in  Britain  for  a  Second  Front.” 

A  delegation  of  the  C.I.O.,  headed  by 
Mr.  Joseph  Curran,  President  of  the 
National  Maritime  Union,  asked  Presi¬ 
dent  Roosevelt  on  July  20  to  speed  the 
opening  of  a  Second  Front  in  Europe. 
”  We  believe  the  opening  of  a  Second 
Front  is  now  vital,”  declared  the 
delegation. 

[Hews  Chronicle,  July  21.) 
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On  July  19,  1942,  the  workers  of  New 
York  gathered  in  their  thousands  in 
Madison  Square,  to  pledge  their  faith 
in  victory  in  1942;  to  vow  their  willing¬ 
ness  to  sacrifice  and  work  for  the 
opening  of  the  Second  Front  which 
would  make  this  victory  possible.  This 
was  their  message  to  the  people  of 
London : 

“  Workers  representing  500,000 
workers  of  Greater  New  York  send 
fraternal  greetings  to  the  workers,  who 
will  assemble  in  Trafalgar  Square  on 
Sunday.” 

On  May  26,  The  Worker  reported  that : 

“  On  behalf  of  350,000  members  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labour, 
organised  in  over  200  local  unions,  the 
325  delegates  to  the  37th  Annual  Con¬ 
vention  of  the  Maryland  and  District 
of  Columbia  Federation  of  Labour 
last  week  voted  emphatically  and  un¬ 
animously  for  a  ‘  Second  Front  to 
crush  Hitler  in  1942.’  ” 

THE  AMERICAN  PRESS 

Commenting  on  the  Libyan  set-back, 
the  New  York  World  Telegram  said : 

“  Military  opinion  here  seems  to  be 
opposed  to  any  major  diversion  of 
American  troops  to  that  (Middle  East) 
area,  because  it  would  disrupt  the 
organisation  of  the  main  Expeditionary 
Force  against  Europe.”  (June  24.) 

The  New  York  Daily  News  says  that  a 
Second  Front  against  Hitler  provides  the 
best  possible  way  to  end  the  war  quickly. 
In  a  leading  article  under  the  heading: 
“  If  Not  Now — When?  ”,  it  says : 

“  We  should  roll  up  all  our  remain¬ 
ing  overseas  fighting  strength  into  one 
fist  of  power  and  aim  that  fist  at  what 
looks  like  the  vital  spot  in  Hitler’s 
Western  Europe  line,  and  let  fly  with 
all  our  might.”  (May  13.) 

The  New  York  Herald-Tribune  says: 

“  To  any  move  which  Hitler  may 
make  in  Europe,  in  Russia,  the  Eastern 
Mediterranean  or  North  Africa,  the 


best  answer  and  the  one  most  quiekly 
deliverable,  is  a  Western  Front.  >.  .  . 
These  are  observations  that  can  be 
made  by  any  simplrton.”  (May  28.) 

The  influential  New  York  newspaper, 
the  Greek- American  Tribune,  in  a  mov¬ 
ing  account  of  the  sufferings  of  the 
Greek  people,  sees  the  Second  Front  as 
the  salvation  of  Greece: 

“  The  Greek  people  must  do  every¬ 
thing  possible  to  mobilise  all  the 
American  people  for  opening  a  West¬ 
ern  Front  to  smash  Hitler  in  1942. 
Otherwise  most  Greek  people  will  be 
dead  by  next  year.” 

{Daily  Worker,  June  7.) 

In  a  special  issue  devoted  entirely  to 
the  Secpnd  Front,  the  popular  magazine 
New  Masses,  commenting  on  the  con¬ 
troversy  as  to  whether  the  air  offensive 
constitutes  an  effective  alternative,  said : 

“  The  air  offensive  alone  cannot  win 
the  war,  otherwise  the  Nazis  would 
have  defeated  Britain  in  the  fall  of 
1940.  Otherwise  the  Russians  would 
not  have  had  to  crack  the  Mannerheim 
Line  in  March,  1940,  after  the  great 
air  offensive  over  Finnish  communica¬ 
tions  a  month  earlier.”  (May  26.) 

The  Washington  Times  Herald  argues 
on  the  same  lines ; 

“  Malta  has  survived  five  thousand 
raids.  .  .  .  Chungking  is  a  perfect 
example  of  survival  without  any 'pro¬ 
vision  made  for  defence.  .  .  .  London 
is  still  the  most  revealing  example  of 
a  city  blasted  and  still  alive  and 
kicking.”  (July  21.) 

The  Christian  Science  Monitor,  May 
18th,  says: 

The  British  with  their  Commando 
raids  and  the  R.A.F.  sweeps  .  .  .  have 
already  opened  a  Second  Front  of 
sorts.  .  .  .  But  something  much  bigger 
is  needed,  and  American  forces,  after 
nearly  two  years  of  training  and 
equipping,  should  soon  be  ready  to 
join  in  an  offensive  in  Europe.” 

Press  opinion  in  favour  of  a  Second 
Front  in  Europe  is  not  confined  to  the 


great  national  newspapers  alone.  From 
the  papers  which  cater  for  what  America 
calls  her  medium-sized  cities  comes  also 
the  urgent  cry  for  action. 

The  Gloversville  N.Y.  Leader  Re¬ 
publican,  as  early  as  April  26th,  ran  a 
leading  article  entitled :  “  Time  Ripe  for 
Allied  Second  Front.”: 

“  There  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that 
Hitler  will  strike  hard  in  Russia.  .  .  . 
He  has  to  move  on  or  die.  .  .  .  When 
Hitler  smashes  with  all  he  has,  the 
Allies  must  put  all  they  have  into 
smashing  him.” 

The  Eastern  P.A.  Free  Press  heads  its 
editorial  “  Open  Second  Front.” 

(April  28.) 

The  Ridondo  Calif.  South  Bay  Breeze 
gives  its  opinion  of  a  Second  Front  in 
Europe  in  these  words: 

“  Such  an  attempt  by  the  United 
Nations,  even  though  it  should  be 
wiped  out,  would  be  a  victory  if  it  was 
effective  in  taking  enemy  pressure  off 
Russia,  so  that  the  Red  Army  could 
keep  up  the  drive  against  Germany.” 

(Aprff  20.) 

The  Saint  Johnsbury,  Vermont,  Cale¬ 
donian  Record  comes  out  strongly  in 
favour.  Commenting  on  Lord  Beaver- 
brook’s  recent  speech,  it  said: 

“  Evidence  is  growing  that  the  United 
Nations  will  attempt  an  invasion  of 
Europe  before  the  summer  is  out.” 

(April  27.) 

And  here  is  the  opinion  of  the  authori¬ 
tative  Army  and  Navy  Register : 

“  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  is  the 
logical  time  to  strike.” 

(Daily  Worker,  June  7.) 
Commenting  on  the  military  mission  to 
London,  it  says: 

“  From  other  facts  available  as  to 
the  increasing  size  of  our  forces 
abroad,  it  can  be  concluded  that  im¬ 
mediate  action  is  contemplated  on  a 
scale  to  produce  the  Second  Front.” 

It  must  not  be  thought,  however,  that 
there  is  no  diversity  of  opinion  in  the 
American  press  on  this  issue.  On  May 


30th  the  New  York  Times  was  arguing 
that  the  Germans  would  prefer  the  United 
Nations  to  prepare  for  a  land  offensive, 
because  they  fear  nothing  so  much  as 
invasion  from  the  air.  And  on  April 
27,  the  Washington  Post  was  referring  to 
the  advocates  of  a  Second  Front  as 
“  back-seat  drivers.”  A  few  months 
later,  however,  both  papers  drastically 
altered  their  views.  Thus,  the  New  York 
Times  in  July,  in  a  leading  article  on  the 
Second  Front : 

“  Never  was  it  so  desirable,  and  the 
need  so  great.”  (Manchester  Guard¬ 
ian,  August  1st.) 

The  Washington  Post,  July  26: 

“  Is  it  not  better  to  attack  now 
while  Hitler  is  half  engaged  in  Russia 
than  to  wait  until  we  have  to  face  the 
entire  army?  ” 

The  London  Daily  Telegraph  is  one  of 
the  papers  that  has  opposed  the  Second 
Front.  It  is  therefore  not  surprising  that 
its  correspondent,  unlike  the  majority, 
finds  it  possible  to  cable  from  Washing¬ 
ton  : 

“  It  is  pointed  out  here  that  such  an 
offensive  would  involve  a  severe  strain 
and  a  risky  diminution  of  shipping  and 
supplies  to  the  Far  East,,  and  even  for 
Britain  herself.”  (Daily  Telegraph, 
April  27.) 

The  statement  has  little  value  because 
the  writer  fails  to  quote  the  source  of 
this  alleged  opinion.  In  another  cable, 
however,  the  same  correspondent  ad¬ 
mitted  that  “  immediate  steps  towards  the 
opening  of  a  Second  Front  ”  would  be 
regarded  in  a  “  favourable  ”  way. 

(June  20.) 

The  Washington  correspondent  of 
London’s  Observer  is  more  specific.  He 
says: 

“If  a  definite  plan  for  a  Second 
Front  in  Europe  emerges,  it  will  have 
the  full  bacldng  of  the  American 
people. 

“  For  weeks  the  demand  for  a 
Second  Front  has  been  voiced  in  the 
American  Press.”  (June  21.) 
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The  New  York  correspondent  of  the 
Daily  Herald  writes : 

“  And  as  everybody  asks  the  ques¬ 
tion;  ‘How  long  to  Stalingrad?  ’  the 
voice  of  the  ordinaJry  American  un¬ 
willingly  sticks  in  that  old,  worn 
groove — time  for  the  Second  Front, 
Second  Front,  Second  Front.”  (July 
18.) 

The  Washington  correspondent  of  the 
Manchester  Guardian  sums  up  the  posi¬ 
tion: 

“  Speculation  on  the  Second  Front 
is  now  an  almost  universal  topic.  .  .  . 
Several  papers  agree  that  M.  Andre 
Philip,  former  Deputy  for  Lyons  .  .  . 
made  an  important  point  in  giving  a 
warning  of  the  dangers  of  disillusion¬ 
ment  in  the  occupied  countries  if  action 
were  not  taken.”  (July  31.) 

But  perhaps  the  most  revealing  ad¬ 
mission  as  to  the  fervour  of  public 
opinion  is  made  by  Mr.  Ralph  IngersoU, 
IMtor  of  the  American  newspaper  P.M., 
who  found  it  necessary  to  explain  why  his 
paper  has  not  called  for  a  Second  Front. 
He  does  so  in  these  words : 

“  We  have  for  some  months  been 
absolutely  certain  that  the  High  Com¬ 
mand  of  the  United  States  armed  forces 
is  not  only  completely  committed  to  an 
aggressive  policy  of  action  in  Europe, 
but  has  never  for  one  second  wavered 
from  it.” 

(Daily  Mail,  31/7/42.) 

EXPERT  OPINION 

Military  opinion  is  overwhelmingly  in 
favour  of  swift  action  in  the  West. 

LT.-COL.  H.  H.  ARNOLD,  Chief  of 
the  United  States  Army  Air  Force : 
“  The  Axis  knows  that  the  next  six 
months  will  spell  victory  or  defeat  for 
their  forces,”  adding,  “  I  did  not  fly  to 
London  to  go  on  the  defensive.” 

(Daily  Telegraph,  London,  June  8.) 

ADMIRAL  KING,  Chief  of  Naval 
Operations,  expressed  himself  in  favour 


of  invading  Europe,  and  spoke  up 
strongly  in  favour  of  “  calculated  risks.” 

(Observer,  London,  June  8.) 

GEN.  GEORGE  C.  MARSHALL, 
U.S.  Army  Chief  of  Staff:  “Today  we 
find  American  soldiers  throughout  the 
Pacific,  in  Burma,  China  and  Japan. 
They  are  landing  in  England,  and  they 
will  land  in  France.” 

(Daily  Worker,  May  31.) 

LT.-GEN.  SOMERVELL,  Chief  of 
Supply  for  the  U.S.  Army :  “  The 

United  States  is  ready  and  able  to  send 
men  and  materials  on  a  large  scale  to 
European  fronts.  .  .  .  These  movements 
of  men  and  supplies  could  be  accom¬ 
plished  despite  the  shipping  problems.” 

(Daily  Worker,  May  30.) 

LT.-COL.  KERNAN;  “Every  citizen 

is  beginning  to  realise  that  wars  are  won, 
not  by  sitting  still  behind  the  ramparts, 
but  by  advancing  upon  the  enemy  and 
destroying  his  centres  of  power.  There 
is  a  rising  demand  for  an  offensive 
against  the  Axis,  and  with  this  demand 
we  return  to  the  classic  strategy  which 
is  really  nothing  but  common  sense 
applied  to  war.  .  .  .  Therefore  our  main 
effort  should  be  directed  against  the 
Axis  centre  of  power  in  Europe.” 

(New  Masses,  May  26.) 

MAJOR  FIELDING  ELLIOTT;  “If 

a  Second  Front  were  opened — and  it 
should  come  at  the  moment  when  the 
Germans  were  fully  engaged  in  the  East 
— its  most  important  effect  might  very 
well  be  on  the  German  General  Staff 
...  the  dilemma  of  reserves  is  what 
cracked  the  Germans  the  last  time.  .  .  . 
With  the  exception  of  a  few  home-grown 
isolationists  there’s  no  reluctance  about 
the  attack  in  this  country.” 

(New  Masses,  May  26.) 

COL.  P.  H.  HINTON;  “American 
soldiers  are  in  Great  Britain  and  Northern 
Ireland  for  one  purpose  and  one  purpose 
only — ^that  is  to  invade  the  Continent.” 

(Daily  Herald,  London,  June  22.) 
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MAJOR-GENERAL  MARK  CLARK, 

Commander  of  the  American  Ground 
Forces :  “  We’re  here  to  take  the  offen¬ 
sive.  .  .  .  The  question  of  shipping 
and  supply  was  a  major  factor  in  the 
opening  of  a  Second  Front,  but  with  the 
British  we  must  solve  it.” 

{The  T/mes,  London,  August  15.) 

MAJOR-GENERAL  STEPHEN  O. 
FUQUA :  “  Every  commander  knows  the 
disturbing  and  depressing  effect  of  an 
attack  from  the  rear  upon  troops  in 
battle.  .  .  .  The  opening  of  a  Second 
Front  somewhere  along  the  Norway-Low 
Countries-French  coast  might  give  to 
the  Russians  just  that  additional  weight 
that  turns  the  balance  in  the  scales.” 

{Newsweek,  May  4.) 

GENERAL  EISENHOWER:  He 

won’t  talk  about  a  Second  Front,  but 
when  he  was  asked  his  reply :  ‘  The  time 
and  place  are  something  you  can  figure 
out  for  me  ’  did  indicate  that  the  fact 
of  a  Second  Front  is  entirely  in  the 
Eisenhower  mind,” 

{Sunday  Graphic,  London,  July  26.) 

The  only  real  opposition  note  on  the 
military  side  appears  to  have  been 
sounded  by  MAJOR-GENERAL  ALEX¬ 
ANDER  SEVERSKY,  a  White  Russian, 
and  not  on  active  service : 

“To  transport,  let  us  say,  one 
million  soldiers  and  the  necessary 
equipment,  would  require,  according 
to  all  the  experts,  from  10'  million  to 
20  million  tons  of  shipping  ...  it 
means  an  armada  of  between  2,000 
and  4,000  vessels.” 

{Daily  Telegraph,  London,  July  7,  1942.) 

This  mathematical  absurdity  assumes 
that  one  ship  could  make  only  one  trip. 
His  views  are  not  shared  by  MAJOR- 
GENERAL'  DEVERS,  Chief  of  the  U.S. 
Armoured  Forces,  who  said : 

“  As  to  the  question  whether 
America  could  put  armoured  force 
units  on  the  Continent .  of  Europe,  if 


we  can  transport  units  7,000  miles 
across  the  Pacific  and  3,000  miles 
across  the  Atlantic,  it  does  not  seem 
reasonable  to  suppose  that,  even  in 
the  face  of  obvious  difficulties,  we 
cannot  transport  them  another  200 
miles.” 

{Manchester  Guardian,  June  18.) 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
German  propaganda  machine  uses  pre¬ 
cisely  the  same  type  of  argument  as  that 
put  forward  by  Major  Seversky,  and  in 
almost  exactly  the  same  words.  Ridicul¬ 
ing  the  idea  of  a  Second  Front  in  the 
West,  a  German  broadcast  said: 

“  To  transport  1,000,000  men,  in¬ 
cluding  all  necessary  supplies  and 
equipment,  requires  30,000,000  tons  of 
shipping.” 

{Daily  Telegraph,  August  6.) 

But  Major  Seversky  is  not  easily 
daunted,  and  again  from  the  Daily  Tele¬ 
graph  (London)  on  August  6,  we  repro¬ 
duce  the  following  gem  of  military 
wisdom  from  his  pen: 

“  We  must  face  the  fact  that  old- 
fashioned  invasion  by  sea  and  land 
is  no  longer  feasible.  .  .  .  Let  us 
plan  as  if  the  war  were  to  continue 
indefinitely.” 

Later,  Major  Seversky  said :  “  Ameri¬ 
can  Flying  Fortresses  and  Liberators 
were  unsuited  to  deep  raids  over 
Germany.” 

{Daily  Mail,  August  19.) 

In  other  words,  this  opponent  of  the 
Second  Front  is  against  both  military 
and  air  action  against  Germany.  He 
opposes  invasion  by  sea,  because  it  is 
“  no  longer  feasible,”  which  means 
invasion  by  air ;  and  then  argues  against 
air  attack,  because  U.S.  planes  are 
“  unsuited.” 

It  is  possible  that  Major  Seversky’s 
anti-Soviet  prejudices  account  for  his 
defeatism.
